All of Apollo 15's three para- 


chutes opened properly, but one 
collapsed while the spacecraft 
was drifting toward splashdown 
over the Pacific Ocean north of 
Hawaii last Saturday. 


The collapse of the chute 


caused man's fourth rnoon mis- 
sion to return to earth about 
two miles an hour faster than 
usual but created no difficulties 
for the astronauts other than a 
jolting splashdown. 


A space center source said 


Thursday the parachute appar- 
ently collapsed after fuel and 
oxidizer from the small rocket 
thruster system was jettisoned. 


"The oxidizer in this system 


is highly corrosive," said an of- 
ficial familiar with the prob- 
lem. "It can eat through nylon 
like crazy." 


The parachute panels and its 


shroud lines are made of nylon.

stock as collateral. 


Including 
penalty, 
interest 


and collection fees, the amount 
the FDIC is seeking from Mut- 
scher could exceed $400,000. 


Mutscher was testifying be- 


fore a federal grand jury where 
when the FDIC filed the state 
court action. The grand jury is 
investigating the collapse of the 
financial empire of Frank W. 
Sharp. 


Mutscher, 
Sanders and 
a 


number of state officials were 
named in SEC documents filed 
in Dallas as having purchased 
National Bankers Life stock, in 
most cases with money bor- 
rowed 
from 
the Sharpstown 


bank. None was named as a de- 
fendant in the SEC action. 


The FDIC took over 
the 


Sharp-controlled 
bank 
after 


Sharp, the bank and the Sharp- 
controlled National Bankers 
Life Insurance Co. were among 
the 28 defendants named in a 
Jan. 18 civil injunction suit 
filed in Dallas by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission al- 
leging stock manipulation. 


Mutscher said after testifying 


before the grand jury that the 
suit against him "reflects that I 
have lost a substantial amount 
of money investing in National

The state action against Mut- 


scher claims the Speaker bor- 
rowed $340,000 from the bank 
prior to Oct. 7, 1970, on which 
date he was reported to have 
renewed the loan and pledged 
the 17,000 shares of stock as 
collateral.

Q. As used in the Social 


Security Act, what does "fully 
insured" mean? 


A. Generally, a worker must 


be 
fully 
insured 
before 


retirement, disability, or sur- 
vivors insurance can be paid. 
The 
term 
"quarters 
of 


coverage" is used to measure the, 
length of time for which one has 
received credit for work under 
social security. Quarters of 
coverage then determine when a 
worker is fully insured. 


Q. How do you determine 


quarters of coverage? 


A. A quarter of coverage is a 


calendar quarter in which you 
receive wages amounting to $50 
or more for work, (except 
agricultural labor). Since self- 
employed persons report their 
earnings only once a year, they 
receive credit for four quarters 
of coverage for each year they 
have net earnings of $400 or 
more. A farm worker also 
receives credit for four quarters 
of coverage for each year in 
which he receives wages of $400 
or more for his farm or ranch 
work. 


Q. Well, how many quarters of 


coverage must one have to be 
fully insured? 


A. The number varies from six 


to 40. It depends on the date of 
birth or age of the worker. Count 
the years after 1950 or'after age 
21, if later, to the earlier of the 
year of death or attainment of 
the retirement age (62 for 
women, 65 for men). That is the 
number of quarters of coverage 
needed to be fully insured. For 
example, for a man reaching age 
65 this year, 19 years have

It's been two years since 


they did the last computa- 
tion, and the cost has risen 
$102 in those 24 months. 


Put that way. the amount 


doesn't sound too bad. In- 
flation has inured many of 
us to the idea that ^Constant 
price rise is as natural as 
gravity and about as hard to 
reverse. 


But that $102 is only the 


increase. Let's take a look 
at the cost of auto ownership 
as a whole, and what it's 
made of. 


For purposes of compari- 


son, the American Automo- 
bile Association uses a new 
Chevrolet Impala as the test 
case each time. It has an 
eight-cylinder engine, stand- 
ard accessories, and an auto- 
matic transmission. 


AAA assumes that the car 


will be driven 10,000 miles a 
year and traded in every 
three years. 


The total tab for 365 days 


of mobility in 1971 is $1,550. 


Chances are that figure 


rocks you. If you're like most 
of us, you think of how much 
gas and oil costs, and how 
many^miles you can get to 
the gallon. That's all well 
and good, but it is only the 
beginning. The AAA spells it 
all out. 


There are variable costs, 


depending on how much you 
use the car. Here's their ex- 
ample:

Thai Students 
Forgive and 
Forget

LITTLE ROCK (AP)- '"Try 


to forgive and forget'—that is the 
way of the Buddhists," explained 
Boonlert Boonsuwan. 


Across the tiny 
apartment 


room in the University of Ar- 
kansas Medical Center sat his 
petite fiancee, Phensiri Mongo- 
kolcheep, 25, in a wheel chair. 


Four months earlier the two 


students from 
Thailand 
had 


been en route across Arkansas 
from Houston, Texas, to visit 
friends in Memphis, Tenn. 
They stopped ins parking lot at 
Forrest City to rest about 1 a.m. 
May 11. Ten minutes later two 
escaped convicts from Missis- 
sippi forced their way into 
Boonsuwan's car. 


"We didn't expect them to be 


robbers, they just came and 
pointed a gun at my head," 
Boonsuwan said. 


The convicts then forced Boon- 


suwan to drive to Brinkley, 25 
miles away. The Thais were 
taken to a wooded area and 
Boonsuwan tied to a tree. 


Miss Mongkolcheep said she 


begged the convicts to allow her 
to stay with Boonsuwan. 


"They said we both would be 


killed, if I stayed," she said. 


"She told me she would es- 


cape," Boonsuwan said as he 
described his struggle to break 
loose. Miss Mongkolsheep spoke 
to him in Thai. 


Boonsuwan said 
he could 


watch the three make their way 
out of the woods to the highway. 


"I could see them," he said, 


"and I saw Phensiri run away." 


Miss Mongokolcheep said she 


managed to get free of the 
grasp of one of the convicts, but 
he caught her again by the 
bridge. Just then a car drove 
into the area and one convict 
shouted to the other to run. 


"He said he would, but not 


before he threw me," she said. 


Miss Mongokolcheep was then 


thrown off a bridge. Boonsuwan 
managed to get free and ran to 
his financee. She was uncon- 
scious and he carried her to the 
road. 


An hour and a half later a 


driver in a pickup truck took 
them to a nearby hospital. But 
Miss Mongokolcheep's injuries 
—a broken arm, leg and hip — 
required the attention only a 
bigger hospital could give. 


She was taken to the Medical 


Center, where she has been for 
four months. Two of 
those 


months were spent in a body 
cast. 


To Boonsuwan was given the 


duty of trying to explain to his 
fiancee's parents, what had 
happened. 


"It was very hard to explain," 


she said. "I promised them I 
would take care of her and not 
to worry." 


They wrote back and told 


Boonsuwan and their daughter 
"to forgive and forget." 
It 


would be "unless" to do any- 
thing else, he said. 


Both convicts were captured 


and given an addition 21 year 
sentence for kidnaping.

tant to discuss the incident. -

she said she did not think any 
one would harm them. 


She developed a complete dis- 


trust of any stranger, she said, 
but that has been changed by 
kindness of the people in Arkan- 
sas. 


"There are bad people any- 


where, it was just our bad for- 
tune," Boonsuwan said. "People 
here are very nice." 


The financial condition of the 


two worries Boonsuwan. 


They had planned to go to De- 


troit this summer and work, 
Miss Monkolcheep said, because 
they had been told that big in- 
dustries were hiring students. 
They needed the money for 
school next year. 


Within a year, Boonsuwan is 


scheduled to receive his mas- 
ters' degree from the Universi- 
ty of Houston in political sci- 
ence. When he returns to Thai- 
land he hopes to be appointed 
governor, a position equal to the 
governor of a state here. 


Miss Boonsuwan, who met her 


fiancee at Louisiana State Uni- 
versity, is working toward a 
master's degree in business. 


They now find themselves fi- 


nancially strapped. 


Although the doctors have do- 


nated their time and a fund has 
been set up for contributions, 
they still owe about $1,000 in 
medical expenses. Plus, Boonsu- 
wan said, the expenses of their 
own living—the apartment and 
food—have depleted what mon- 
ey they had. 


Boonsuwan has applied for fi- 


nancial aid at his school, but 
has not received a reply.

black. 


At 7 p.m. Aug. 16 Miss Mongo- 


kolcheep will walk down the 
aisle of the First United Metho- 
dist Church, with the aid of 
crutches, and marry Boonsu- 
wan. 


They had asked permission of 


their parents to be married in 
the United States previously, 
but had been refused because 
their parents wanted them to 
return home for the wedding. 
Now, their parents see the prac- 
ticality of Boonsuwan's argu- 
ment that it would be easier for 
him to take care of Phensiri if 
they were married. 


"I'm not nervous, just excit- 


ed," he said at the prospect of 
being a bridegroom. His fi- 
nancee grinned at him from 
across the room.
